A CORRESPONDENT is good enough to 
send us acopy of the woekly edition of 
The Times containing information re- 
garding tho political and ficancial crisis 
iin Newfoundland. Our correspondent 
is obviously not a believer in demoers ic 
rule in Mongkoug, for he characterises 
the statements in uur London contom- 
porary as ‘A warning for you Repro- 
sentative Government cranks,’ ‘I'his is 
the ‘warning’; the italics are our cor- 
rspondent’s :—‘ Our (Times) corres- 


curtailment of self-government. “ There 
is a general feeling,” he says, “ that 
self-government in Newfoundlaud has 
proved a failure, that it is to rotten 
politics and corrupt politicians we owe 
our present misfortunes, and that if we 
wore tid of the whole miserable pack 
and placed under the guidance of a fen 
honest, capable, experienced British ad- 
mintstratore we should be restored to a 
condition of such prosperity in five years 
as few dependencies of thé Empire could 
equal.”* ‘This.is all very well, but we 
fail to see its applicability to Hong- 
kong. The whole of the facts which 
Jed up to the crash in Newfoundland 
are not known to us, and there is 
nothing on the faco of it to eanvinco us 
that any analogy can be set up between 
Newfoundland and Hongkong on the 
matter of’ Representative Government. 
It would be just as reasonable to make 
a comparison between Hongkong ond 
| same of the South American Republics or 
nations of Europe which are hopelessly 
in debt. We might take this opportu- 
nity of reiterating what we have said 
more, than once with regard to tho 
present system of Unofficial Represen- 
fation in Hongkong... It is not a good 
system ; it ia not representation in the 
strict Fans of the word, neither can the 
representation we have been accustomed 
to during the past year or two be ad- 
vanced as ofa high order. Mr. H. 
Whitehead has been successful in ob- 
taining concessions from the Home 
Authurities, but unless the residents of 
Hongkong agitate for a different me- 
thod-of election and aelection of Unofti- 
; cial Representatives the concessions will 
be next w useless. In spite of the 
frightful example of Newfoundland .we 
See@ no reason Why a more comprehen- 
sive aystem of Unofficial Representa- 
tion should not obtain in Hongkong, 
but it must be a better system than the 
present, : :
